The  following  information  has  been  received  from  the  Veterinary  Director 
General,  Department  of  Agriculture,  Ottawa,  Canada,  which  cancels  previous 
orders  restricting  the  importation  of  meats  into  Canada  from  countries  in  which 
rinderpest  or  foot-and-mouth  disease  exists: 

The  importation  or  introduction  into  Canada  either  direct,  or  via  other  coun- 
tries, of  meats  and  meat  byproducts,  other  than  cooked  canned  meats  and  cooked 
canned  meat  byproducts,  from  countries  in  which  foot-and-mouth  disease,  or 
rinderpest,  has  been  known  to  exist  during  the  preceding  12  months  is  prohibited; 
except  that  the  importation  of  feathered  game  is  permitted,  provided  the  feet  of 
the  birds  have  been  removed  at  a  point  above  the  spur  or  spur  core.

PROCEEDINGS  UNDER  THE  PACKERS  AND  STOCKYARDS  ACT 

Dockets  nos.  553,  554,  and  555. — In  re  New  Jersey  Coop  Co.,  Inc.,  New  York 
Live  Poultry  Trucking  Co.,  Inc.,  and  New  York  Coop  Co.,  Inc.,  Hoboken,  N.  J. 
The  Acting  Secretary  of  Agriculture  on  June  25,  1936,  issued  an  inquiry  in  each 
of  the  above-entitled  causes,  alleging  that  each  respondent  had  filed  and  put  into 
effect  a  schedule  of  rates  and  charges  for  its  services  as  a  licensee  under  title  V  of 
the  Packers  and  Stockyards  Act,  and  that  hearings  should  be  had  for  the  purpose 
of  determining  the  reasonableness  and  lawfulness  of  such  rates  and  charges. 
Such  hearings  were  held  and  from  the  evidence  adduced  it  was  found  that  the 
rates  of  respondents  were  unreasonably  high.  The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  on 
July  1,  1937,  issued  an  order  prescribing  new  and  lower  rates  for  furnishing  coops 
for  poultry,  loading  poultry,  and  trucking  live  poultry  at  markets  in  New  York 
and  Jersey  City,  which  will  result  in  estimated  savings  to  shippers  of  live  poultry 
of  more  than  $200,000  a  year,  based  on  the  volume  of  live  poultry  handled  at 
those  markets  in  1935.  Respondents  on  July  15  filed  a  petition  seeking  a  modifica- 
tion of  the  order.  On  July  23  an  order  was  issued  postponing  the  effective  date 
of  the  previous  order  to  August  23,  pending  final  decision  on  the  above-mentioned 
petition.

"I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  owing  to  the  reports  in  the  veterinary 
journals  of  the  increasing  number  of  cases  of  rabies  in  dogs  in  the  United  States 
of  America,  I  have  advised  this  Government  to  prohibit  the  importation  of  dogs 
and  cats  from  North  America,  and  the  order  is  now  in  force."
